A^bou^3^30 A.M. on Thursday, June 27, 1985, I was awakened by Camp Chaplain, 
1^^^^^^^^^ pounding on my trailer accompanied by Field Sports Director, 

Thad Dunn, Ift^ informed me that Commissioner , Mark Schwier , had "...gone crazy..' 1 
that he had "molested Counselor in Training, ^Tjj^^ ^'^B. an d was very depressed 

even considering suicide' 1 . Program Director, MikeltooreT^BI Thad and I proceeded 
in my car to Schwier* s area, alerting Health Officer, Dave Tourney, on the way. 

Upon arrival, we encountered Nature Director, Brian Nichols, who assured us 
that Mark Schwier was sound asleep and secure. I instructed 8rian to stay with 
Mark that night as Mark's tent mate. Frank Baukert was on a wilderness survival 
outing. Through the morning, until breakfast, I also kept watch. 

I instructed Dave Tourney to investigate Mark's medical history. As I further 
investigated the situation, I learned through Thad Dunn that Mark,.3rian Nichols, 
Doug Orman and Thad had been drinking beer .off of camp property. I further 
learned that Mark had consumed 4 or 5 beers during the night. I instructed 
Health Officer, Tourney, to call Hook's and see if Mark could be experiencing 
a bad reaction of the drug he was taking to control a petite mal case of epilepsy, 
Dilanten with alcohol. Hook's informed us that Mark should be kept under observa- 
tion. 

At the same time, I instructe^HeaUjj^3ff icer Tourney to contact 
Mike Moore to speak with CIT ^^^ ^^^^ and his trailer mate, 
They indicated to Mike Moore tirat they were fine but tired. We decided it was 
best to let them get some sleep. 

At 7:00 A.M. Mike Moore and I spoke with |yrec .^-tttt^ and ^^S^^^^^B 

After establishing .that their emotional state was good, they general!/ told 
us what had occurred that morning. Mike and I contin ued t o talk to jjffffil who 

very maturely and calmly described what had happened. said ^lA^jlark was 

"pi astered" (drunk) and that Mark wanted to do things with him |8f5ml that a 
man and a woman normally engage in. Uoo^Mike and my requ est, h e specifically 
told us that Mark wanted to give him fffW^m a !, blow job". indicated that 

no overt sexual acts were committed betwee^he and Mark. Mark did wrestle with 
him and rub his back in his trying to seduce E1M 

Learning the specifics, I immediately left Mike to talk more with Brad and began 
to look for Mark Schwier. Mark was on his was to the staff lounge when I found 
him. We left the office area and I selected a private place to discuss the 
situation with Mark. 

First I asked Mark how he was feeling. He indicated to me that he was OK. 
After further expressing my concern for him based on his behavior the previous 
night, he appeared nervous and slightly agitated. He eventually voluntarily 
explained that he had been drinking and admitted he had attempted to molest 



After consult^^n with Scout Executive, Gus Bosi^^^ri tten statements were 
secured from |gjjSj and Mark. Mike Moore worked withljB|and I worked with Mark. 
In the first interaction with Schwier at 7:20 A.M., Mark had volunteered to 
resign from the Summer Camp Staff. I indicated to Mark Schwier that given his 
actions , the Crossroads of America Counci 1 of the Boy Scouts of America would 
not allow him to continue in his position of Scouting responsibilities. I further 
suggested a voluntary resignation from all Scouting affiliations would be his 
(Mark's) appropriate course of action. Mark declined to resign unconditional ly 
and i nf armed me that he would communicate to all groups his i ntent to drop out

I said no I was not interested and he began to wrestle and rub my 
back and chest, then he offered oral sex 2 more times, after which, I refused 
and asked him to leave my trailer. After about an hour, some friends and I 
were able to encourage him to leave. 

At about 3:00 A.M. Mark tried to enter my locked trailer. My room-mate let 
him into the trailer and we all talked for about 15 to 20 minutes. During 
this time he did not make any suggestions about oral sex. After a while, some 
friends came to the trailer and encouraged Mark to leave.
